A HOST of brands including Nan¬ 
do’s, Premier Inn and The Light 
Cinema are on their way to Ban¬ 
bury as part of the Castle Quay ex¬ 
tension. 

Long-awaited plans for the huge ‘CQ2’ 
project in the heart of Banbury have 
finally been submitted to Cherwell Dis¬ 
trict Council for approval.

Other brands due to move into the 
new units once they are built include 
Mexican grill Chiquito, Italian chain 
Zizzi and a branch of cut-price food re¬ 
tailer Lidl. 

Cameron Murray, of owners Aber¬ 
deen Asset Management, said: “We’ve 
been working on this complex project 
for a number of years and are delighted 
that we can now start putting names to 
the units. 

“These are well known names and 
new entrants to the town, which will of¬ 
fer a huge amount of variety for exist¬ 
ing and new visitors to Banbury. 

“With over £35m being invested into 
this project, we believe it will have a

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positive benefit on the whole town cen¬ 
tre, as well as Castle Quay Shopping 
Centre.” 

The new cinema will be an eight- 
screen multiplex showing blockbusters, 
independent and international films as 
well as live arts and sport broadcasts. 

Keith Pulling, chief executive of The 
Light, said: “The Light chose Banbury 
as a developing town, currently without 
a modern cinema offering. 

“It will be a premium cinema experi¬ 
ence with a commitment to local com- r 
munity engagement, showing a broad 
range of films and events to appeal to 
all age groups.” 

All rooms at the Premier Inn hotel 
will overlook the canal and restau¬ 
rants and cafes will also offer alfresco 
dining by the water. 

Shoppers will also benefit from ex¬ 
tended opening hours, with the cen¬ 
tre open late into the evening, and an 
extra 240 car parking spaces are also 
planned. 

Cherwell leader Barry Wood said: 
“This project has been a long time 


coming for Banbury and will breathe 
new life into the town centre. 

“For years Banbury has been calling 
for a multi-screen cinema and since the 
closure of Somerfield in 2007 has been 
without a town centre supermarket. 

“This development will address both 
of those shortages while the addition of 
new restaurants and a hotel will create 
a thriving town centre for visitors to en¬ 
joy during the day as well as long into 
the evening.” 

If plans are approved over the sum¬ 
mer developers could be onsite as early 
as autumn 2017, with the majority of 
CQ2 open for Christmas 2018.

Hospital campaigners 
accused of intimidating 
NHS consultation staff 

A GROUP hired to survey peo¬ 
ple about a series of planned 
upheavals to the local NHS 
has refused to send teams into 
Banbury after ‘intimidation’. 

Company Qa Research had been 
contracted by Oxfordshire Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group to run 
face-to-face and telephone inter¬ 
views as part of its consultation. 

But the firm, which is being paid 
£8,646 for the work, has said it is 
unwilling to send the survey team 
out again after an altercation on 
Saturday, March 11. 

The Keep the Horton General 
campaign group said: “We were 
alerted to the presence of a ‘mar¬ 
ket research’ team interviewing 
people in the Town Hall area. 

“It appears Qa Research Ltd has 
been appointed to hijack targeted 
individuals to answer its skewed 
questionnaire.” 

KTHG said its members had of¬ 
fered to fill in the questionnaire 
but researchers had declined. Its 
chairman Keith Strangwood inter¬ 
vened at which point KTHG said 
the Qa team ‘sought refuge’ in the 
town hall and ended up leaving 
through a cellar door.

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The team were appointed by 
OCCG as part of a consultation 
running until April 9 on a dramat¬ 
ic reshaping of the county’s NHS 
services. Phase one, which could 
be implemented this year, includes 
the closure of up to 200 acute beds 
and permanent changes to the 
Horton’s maternity services. 


OCCG spokeswoman Rachel Mc- 
Quilliam said Qa was helping to 
engage people in the Banbury area 
‘who might otherwise be missed’. 

She added: “We have asked Qa 
Research to help us reach young 
women aged 16-24, people from 
ethnic minority groups and people 
with disabilities. These all fall into 
characteristics we need to demon¬ 
strate have been engaged. 

“As a result of the intimidation 


experienced in Banbury on Satur¬ 
day, and the comments on social 
media, the police were informed. 

“Qa Research has informed us it 
is unwilling to send out the survey 
team in Banbury again. 

“This is disappointing but en¬ 
gagement with these seldom heard 
groups will continue through 
phone and community groups.”

Aged centre is to be 
axed for new facility 

Community building has provided limited services since being damaged in 2013 


A ‘MUCH-NEEDED’ new community 
centre is coming to Bretch Hill after 
councillors voted to flatten the ‘aged’ 
existing one in Dover Avenue. 

The Hill Youth and Community Cen¬ 
tre has been providing only limited 
services since 2013 when damage to the 
roof led to its large hall being closed. 

Last week, Cherwell District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee gave the long- 
awaited formal stamp of approval to 
plans to build an £840,000 new facility 
on the same site. 

A public consultation on the future 
of the site took place in September last 
year and a bright, modern design has 
been chosen for the new space. 

Colin Clarke, the council’s lead mem¬ 
ber for planning, said: “The new centre 
will be of great benefit to the local resi¬ 
dents as it has been designed to meet 
their needs. 

“Iam very glad that the community 
will have the big hall back since they 
have been prevented from using the ex¬ 
isting one for four years due to its poor 
condition.” 
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Organisations such as Banbury Com¬ 
munity Church and the Bretch Hill 
Youth Action Team, as well as home¬ 
work clubs and craft groups, currently 
use The Hill. 

The site has been plagued for years by 
a leaky roof and asbestos was also pre¬ 
sent in parts of the building including 
the roof and garage blocks. 

The new building will have a bigger 
hall, 9.5m high with a badminton court, 
as well as a smaller hall for community 
events and office space. 

Car parking will also be increased. 
The building will be built from render, 
timber-effect cladding and red brick 
with ‘significant’ window glazing. 

A total of £400,000 towards the rebuild 
is coming from Cherwell, topped up by 
£350,000 of National Lottery Funding, 
£10,000 each from local charities and 
Banbury Town Council, and £70,000 
from Section 106 contributions, which 


is money paid by the developers of 
large projects to fund local amenities. 

Mr Clarke added: “We chose to build 
the community centre from scratch be¬ 
cause the existing one is too damaged 
and refurbishment would not have been 
cost-effective. 

“Of course, it will take more time to 
deliver a brand new building but this 
is going to be a valuable long-term in¬ 
vestment in the community. We believe 
in supporting active lifestyles for resi¬ 
dents of all ages. I am sure that the new 
building, with the additional badmin¬ 
ton court, is fit for this purpose.” 

The application sailed through Cher- 
well’s planning committee on Thursday 
night, with the only criticism based on 
the fact that it had to happen at all. 

Councillor Barry Richards, who rep¬ 
resents the ward, said: “It’s a vast im¬ 
provement on what’s there. 

“The whole isssue is that a lot of the 
work being done was as a result of the 
roof not being repaired and the cost es¬ 
calating. I just wish the council hadn’t 
neglected its duty.” 


Oxfordshire sees rise in people claiming benefits 


THE number of people claiming benefits in 
Oxfordshire rose by five percent 
compared to last month, according to the 
latest Office for National Statistics figures. 

There were 2, 825 claimants in 
Oxfordshire in February, up from 2,680 in 
January. 

It is also higher than a year ago, when 
there were 2,695 people in the county 
claiming. 


But as a trend over the past five years, 
the number of people claiming has 
halved. 

And less than one per cent of the 
county's population is receiving universal 
credit - which is half the national rate. 

Julie Friend, work services manager of 
JobCentrePlus in Witney, said the rising 
claimant count was a result of the 
government's new Universal Credit 


programme, which is replacing Job 
Seekers' Allowance. She said: "Universal 
Credit is impacting on the figures. 

"They may look like they are going up 
and this is to do with the changeover to 
Universal Credit, which will have a 
broader spread of claimants." 

Ms Friend said firms recruiting in the 
county include Sainsbury's, Tesco, Boots 
and mini-supermarket chain McColls. 


Drugs case teenagers 
spared jail despite guilt 


TWO teenagers were spared 
jail despite their involvement 
in a drugs network, a court 
heard. 

Aroon Hussain, of 
Brantwood Rise, Banbury, 
and Ussamah Hussain, of 
Causeway, Banbury, were 17 
when they were caught with 
wraps of cocaine and heroin 
in May last year. 

Ussamah had stolen his 
aunt’s BMW series 5 and was 
driving with Aroon in 
Banbury when an officer on 
patrol spotted the pair. 

Oxford Crown Court heard 
on Friday that the car sped 
off, travelling at 60mph 
through residential areas, 
before crashing into an 
electrical substation, causing 
£900 worth of damage. 

Prosecutor Philip Allman 


said: “Ussamah got out of the 
driver’s side of the vehicle 
and began to run. Aroon 
stayed in the passenger side. 

“There was a clear bag with 
five wraps of cocaine and in 
the driver’s footwell there 
was a clingfilm bag with 49 
wraps of heroin.” 

Following the car chase and 
discovery of drugs in the 
vehicle, police then searched 
both teenager’s homes. 

They found two mobile 
phones in Ussamah’s house 
and in Aroon’s a red tin 
contained empty deal bags 
and several bags containing 
cocaine and heroin. 

Both were ordered to pay 
court costs of £200 and a 
victim surcharge. Aroon was 
also required to completed 
200 hours of unpaid work.

Last week Oxford United’s managing 
director Greig Box Turnbull said Mr 
Dyer had been ‘an inspiration to 
everyone’ and his name will feature 
alongside those of the players on the 
teamsheet on the programme at 
Wembley

A WANNABE tattoo artist 
who ‘forgot’ he put a blade 
used to slice meat in his 
jeans pocket before roaming 
around outside has avoided 
jail. 

Jordan Moore, 21, of Station 
Approach, Banbury, was wanted 
by police when he was stopped 
in Banbury’s Market Place, for¬ 
getting he had the knife in his 
back pocket. 

Moore, who had five previous 
convictions, was handed a two- 
month sentence, suspended for 
12 months, when he appeared at 
Oxford Crown Court on Thurs¬ 
day. He admitted possessing a 
knife blade or sharply pointed 
article in a public place. 

Officers noticed Moore with 
another man in the town, arrest¬ 
ing him on an outstanding war¬ 
rant at 12.35am on August 27 last 
year, prosecutor Alexandra Bull 
said. 





Moore ‘hesitated’ when 
quizzed if he had anything he 
should not, confessing there was 
a black-handled lock-knife in his 
jeans pocket. He revealed to of¬ 
ficers he had been cutting meat 
at home, placing the knife in his 
back pocket before arranging to 
go out to meet a friend. 

He claimed he did not intend 
to brandish the knife but simply 
forgot it was there, the court was 
told. Defence barrister Peter Du 
Feu said Moore, who must pay a 
victim surcharge, was co-oper¬ 


ative with police when he con¬ 
fessed to his offending. 

Moore, who is set to marry a 
veterinary nurse living in Liv¬ 
erpool after a ‘whirlwind’ ro¬ 
mance, has no violence offences 
on his criminal record, Mr Du 
Feu said. 

Sentencing, Recorder Sarah 
Campbell, who ordered the for¬ 
feiture and destruction of the 
knife, said she believed Moore 
did not plan to use the blade but 
told him it was an ‘extremely 
serious’ offence.

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OLDER people in Oxford¬ 
shire are being encouraged 
to roll up their sleeves and 
try out something new in a 
new drive by Royal Volun¬ 
tary Service (RVS).

The organisation’s hub in Cas¬ 
tle Street offers a range of volun¬ 
teer-led services, from commu¬ 
nity transport to befriending, to 
isolated older people in the town. 

Service manager Steve Kilsby 
said: “We hope older people, 
their carers and families will 
come along to our First Time for 
Everything events in Banbury 
where they can enjoy interesting 
activities, food and company in 
a friendly, welcoming environ¬ 
ment. 

“There will also be information 
available about services for older 
people in the local community” 

A total of 33 per cent of survey 
respondents in the South East 
said they had not tried a new ac¬ 
tivity for four years, but 62 per 
cent were keen to take up some¬ 
thing new. 

One in five expressed concern 
that there were not enough op¬ 
portunities for older people to 
take up activities in their area. 

Key problems identified in the 
RVS study were a lack of mobil¬ 
ity, not wanting to go to a place 
full of strangers and the cost of 
activities. 

David McCullough, chief exec¬ 
utive of the RVS, said: “Staying 
active and socialising are impor¬ 
tant at any age but when you’re 
older they are crucial to keeping 
fit and well. 

“There are significant numbers 
of older people who are not en¬ 
gaged in social activities and for 
whom loneliness and inactivity 


are a real problem. 

“The First Time for Everything 
campaign aims to improve qual¬ 
ity of life for older people by 
providing a range of stimulating 
and enjoyable new social activi¬ 


ties, delivered by our volunteers 
and staff within local communi¬ 
ties.”

Critics say recent cuts to centres will hold back ‘early intervention’ services 


A MAJOR review is under way 
in social services to reduce the 
number of looked-after chil¬ 
dren. 

In a bid to ease pressure on 
stretched services, bosses have re¬ 
vealed Oxfordshire County Council 
is re-examining hundreds of cases. 

They also said they wanted to pre¬ 
vent more youngsters from needing 
care in the first place by tackling is¬ 
sues earlier “in the community”. 

But their comments were criti¬ 
cised by campaigners, who said 
funding cuts recently made to chil¬ 
dren’s centres would only pile more 
pressure on services. 

Children’s centres offered free 
support to parents and children and 
were seen as a way of providing 
“early intervention” for families 
who may otherwise have needed 
support from social services. How¬ 
ever, funding was fully withdrawn 
from 31 of 44 across the county at 
the start of this month. 

They have been replaced with a 
service focused only on supporting 
the most vulnerable families, but

children’s services boss Lucy Butler 
yesterday said it was “too early” to 
say what the impact of the change 
would be. 

Speaking to councillors on the 
scrutiny committee, she said: 
“Those changes were very much 
talked about and we now have our 
new community support teams in 
place. They are working with part¬ 
ners in schools, the health service 
and police to support them when 
any concerns are raised about a 
child or family.” 

The county council says services 
of some kind will continue at 34 
children’s centres, with most kept 
open by community groups to 
whom it gave one-off grants. It con¬ 
tinues to fund 10 centres itself, part 
of its new “locality community sup¬ 
port service”. 

The council said this would now 
carry out “early intervention”. 
Children’s services manager Lara 
Patel told the committee: “We need 


to look at how, as a partnership, we 
can meet a child’s needs in the com¬ 
munity.” 

But Jill Huish, a lead campaigner 
of Save Oxfordshire’s Children’s 
Centres, said: “Our campaign made 
it clear that going without preven¬ 
tion services offered at children’s 
centres was a dangerous situation 
for families. We were told there was 
no money for prevention services 
and community groups have strug¬ 
gled to keep their centres open.” 

The council said the number of 
looked-after children rose to 672 at 
the end of January, up from 592 in 
March 2016. 

Social workers are also under 
growing pressure, with the most 
recent figures available showing 30 
per cent now have caseloads above 
what is recommended, with the 
children’s social care directorate 
currently forecast to overspend by 
£7 million by the end of this month. 

As part of reviews, Ms Butler told 
councillors that she and other sen¬ 
ior figures would be meeting front¬ 
line staff next week to see, first¬ 
hand, what issues there were.

City council pushes on in fight 
to halt super council proposal

A PANEL that reviews policing in the 
Thames Valley should hold its 
meetings in more than one area, 
according to a new report by 
councillors. 

Oxford City Council’s scrutiny 
committee said the police and crime 
panel should be required to hold 
meetings across the region it covers, 
instead of only Aylesbury. 

During a meeting last month, a 
representative of the panel told 
councillors that the location was 
originally rotated but the practice 
was stopped because members 
complained about having to travel 
long distances. 

But the city council committee 
called for this to be changed. 

Its report recommends: “The PCP 
are asked to look again at rotating 
meetings around the Thames Valley 
area to encourage public 
engagement and focus on local 
issues.” 

It also said there was ‘very limited 
public engagement’ and questioned 
whether this was because of the 
limited powers available to the 
panel, which can only ask police and 
crime commissioner Anthony 
Stansfeld questions. 

Committee member Nigel 
Chapman complained the panel was 
‘toothless’. 

Councillors also called for Mr 
Stansfeld to hold a consultation on a 
new ‘police and crime plan’ due to 
be launched in April. 


Authority set to submit 
alternative plan without 
full backing of others

A BID for an elected mayor and 
combined authority for Oxford¬ 
shire is being put forward as a 
rival idea to a ‘super council’. 

Oxford City Council is planning 
to suggest the alternative to Com¬ 
munities Secretary Sajid Javid, 
despite a lack of agreement from 
other authorities. 

It is in response to proposals for a 
super council, which are due to be 
sent to Mr Javid before the end of 
this month by Oxfordshire County 
Council, Vale of White Horse and 
South Oxfordshire district coun¬ 
cils. The plan could save £20m a 
year but has been bitterly opposed 
by the city council, which argues 
the new council would be too big to 
address local issues. 

It wants a mayor and combined 
authority instead, as part of a devo¬ 
lution deal to claw back powers and 
cash from Westminster, and is set to 
submit a bid without full backing 
from other councils. 

An email sent to all city coun¬ 
cillors yesterday, leaked to this 
newspaper, said: “The public oppos¬ 


ing the county proposal has been 
given a voice by our campaign. 

“Over the next few weeks we will 
develop an alternative proposal 
which creates a partnership body 


to oversee spacial planning and in¬ 
frastructure invested in the county 
with the aim to get all councils to 
work together.” 

A source said: “The email is an 


admission they have been opposing 
the super council plan without an 
alternative and now they have one 
it doesn’t have consensus.” 

The city council could face prob¬ 
lems putting forward its idea. Guid¬ 
ance published by the Government 
says bids for combined authorities 
and mayors must usually be submit¬ 
ted with support from all local au¬ 
thorities that would be affected. 

This was the case - with all of 
Oxfordshire’s councils committed 
to a devolution proposal - but the 
county council and its allies pulled 
support earlier this year. 

City council leader Bob Price said 
yesterday: “Technically you do need 
unanimity to put in these bids, but 
we will be putting this forward in 
response to the county’s [super 
council] proposal. It can then be 
provided to Mr Javid as an option 
for what else is possible. 

“There was support for this idea 
from all councils until January and 
it would achieve what the Govern¬ 
ment wants in terms of economic 
growth and housing development.” 

But the move was criticised by An¬ 
drew Gant, leader of the city coun¬ 
cil Liberal Democrats group, who 
said: “The super council proposal 
is not perfect but the way to change 
that is to engage, something the city 
council has failed to do. The point 
of all this is deliver better services 
for residents. You can’t do that by 
shouting from the sidelines.”

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Fears over future of education 
in a latest push for academies

Teachers worry areas may end 
up inundated by free schools 

DOZENS of new schools could open in a 
single part of Oxfordshire and threaten 
the future of community education un¬ 
less Government rules are changed, it 
has been warned. 

Oxfordshire County Council leader Ian 
Hudspeth, who is also spokesman for young 
people and learning on the County Councils 
Network, has called for local authorities to 
have more of a say on where new schools are 
built. 

Current rules allow groups such as chari¬ 
ties, businesses or churches to bid to open 
new free schools, which are not controlled by 
a local authority, wherever they want. 

More than 100 schools across Oxfordshire 
are technically out of the council’s control 
- free schools and academies - compared to 
about 180 still run by the county council. 

The Department for Education (DfE) can 
then give them the go-ahead without any con¬ 
sultation with councils or parents. 

Mr Hudspeth said the principle of a local 
school within walking distance could be at 
risk if that was allowed to continue. 

He said: “We could have an absurd situa¬ 
tion where 35 academies were all built in one 
location, and that would mean there would 
be sufficient school places across the county. 

“But how would pupils get to that location? 

“We need the ability to sit down with the 
DfE and have the ability to explain to them 
why a location might not be the best for a new

school, and provide the evidence. 

“We need to make sure we have the cor¬ 
rect places for children, so that when a new 
housing development happens there is a new 
school with sufficient places so they are not 
being driven and bussed around the county.” 

The Government requires all new schools 
opened in England to be either free schools 


or academies - free from local authority con¬ 
trol. 

In some parts of the country this has led to 
new schools opening in locations where there 
were plenty of places in existing schools. 

Mr Hudspeth said that remained a concern 
nationally, and potentially for Oxford in the 
future. 

He said: “We need the ability to work with 
academies to provide places in the right ar¬ 
eas, rather than setting up a situation where 
two competing academies could create an 


over-capacity, while in other parts of the 
county there would be a lack of spaces.” 

Last month Government spending watch¬ 
dog the National Audit Office warned that 
£2.5bn was being spent on buying land for 
free schools while existing school were left 
crumbling. 

Oxford Spires Academy headteacher Sue 
Croft said while she would rather her school 
did not have to expand it could prove to be the 
best option as opposed to a free school open¬ 
ing nearby instead. 

She said: “It is not in our plans to expand 
but we would rather find an opportunity to 
continue the unique education we offer and 
expand something that works. 

“The alternative would be to spend vast 
amounts of money on something uncertain. 

“There is no reason why we would not be 
receptive to council requests to expand.” 

Department for Education spokesman Mi¬ 
chael Murphy-Pyle said: “Despite a rising 
population the percentage of children get¬ 
ting places at their preferred school has re¬ 
mained stable and we are spending £7bn to 
create new school places between 2015 and 
2021. 

“This, along with our investment in the free 
schools programme, will provide 600,000 new 
places. 

“Local authorities are responsible for pro¬ 
viding enough school places for children in 
their area and supporting them is one of the 
Government’s top priorities. There are lots 
of examples of local authorities working 
constructively with academies and main¬ 
tained schools, and we want this to continue 
when developing more good school places.”

Get prepared for long haul 


THE LOST CITY OF Z (15,141 mins) 
Drama/Romance. Charlie Hun- 
nam, Robert Pattinson, Sienna 
Miller, Tom Holland, Angus Mac- 
fadyen, Edward Ashley, Ian Mc- 
Diarmid. Director: James Gray. 

A sprawling true story of discovery 
at the turn of the 20th century 
informs writer-director James Gray's 
ambitious journey into the heart of 
darkness. 

Based on author David Grann's 
nonfiction bestseller. The Lost City 
Of Z charts the battle between 
globe-trotting cartographer Percy 
Fawcett and the scientific establish¬ 
ment, who dismissed indigenous 
tribes of South America as "sav¬ 
ages". 

In order to prove the snobbish 
academics wrong and anchor his 
place in history, Percy sacrifices 
relationships with his wife and chil¬ 
dren, and risks the safety of men in 
his care as he traces the Rio Verde 
upriver to its source. 

"What kind of fool am I to leave my 
family for this place?" Percy pon¬ 
ders aloud, questioning the sanity 
of his grand expedition. 

It's a question that Gray's film 
never fully answers, despite a 
buttock-numbing 141-minute run¬ 
ning time and thrilling sequences 
set in the heart of the rainforest 
where pottery shards seem to verify 
the existence of a lost city in Ama¬ 
zonia that predates the supposedly 
cultured British. The search for 
answers begins in 1905. 

British artillery officer Colonel Percy 
Fawcett (Charlie Hunnam) has been 
"rather unfortunate in his choice of 
ancestors". 

Sir George Goldie (Ian McDiarmid), 
president of the Royal Geographi¬ 
cal Society, offers Percy a chance at 
redemption by mapping uncharted 
territory in Bolivia with the help of 
local tribesmen. 

Percy accepts and abandons his 
wife Nina (Sienna Miller) to venture 
into the unknown with aide-de- 
camp Corporal Henry Costin (Rob¬ 
ert Pattinson). 

Their son Jack (Tom Holland) is 
born in his father's absence and 
Percy returns home with a strong 
conviction that he has stumbled 


upon proof of a lost civilisation - 
which he calls Z - that will astound 
the academic elite. 

"I do believe we are ready to tear 
down their narrow-minded convic¬ 
tions," he tells Nina. 

A second expedition in the 
company of wealthy adventurer 
James Murray (Angus Macfadyen) 
teeters on the brink of disaster, but 
Percy pushes forward, terrified of 
the consequences of failure and 
haunted by the words of a palm 
reader, who prophesies: "Your soul 
can never be quiet until you find 
this place." 

Shot on location in the Colombian 
rainforest, where cast and crew 
faced snakes and bouts of dengue 
fever. The Lost City Of Z is a hand¬ 
some tribute to one man's struggle 
against himself and Mother Nature. 
Hunnam delivers one of the strong¬ 
est performances of his career 
against a lush backdrop. 
Unquestionably, Gray suffers from 
acute jungle fever expecting us to 
retain focus for almost two-and-a- 
half meandering hours. 

ANOTHER MOTHER'S SON (12A, 
103 mins) War/Drama/Ro¬ 
mance. Jenny Seagrove, Julian 
Rostov, Ronan Keating, John 
Hannah, Amanda Abbington, 
Gwen Taylor, Joanna David. 
Director: Christopher Menaul. 
Timed for release on Mother's Day 
weekend, director Christopher Me- 
naul's well-intentioned drama pays 
tribute to one unsung hero of the 
Second World War, who risked her 
life for a tortured stranger. 

While friends turn on each other to 
curry favour with German invaders, 
the self-sacrificing matriarch re¬ 
mains stoic in the face of barbarity. 
"If we're not better than them, 
what are we fighting for?" she 
rages, eyes twinkling with defiance. 
As scripted by Jenny Lecoat, great 
niece of the story's valiant heroine. 
Another Mother's Son is a solid por¬ 
trait of one of the first recipients 
of Her Majesty's British Hero of 
the Holocaust Awards, who found 
her voice on 1942 Jersey, the only 
home territory to fall under Nazi 
rule.

Cake Bookworm 


Lincoln In The Bardo by George 
Saunders is published in hard¬ 
back by Bloomsbury, priced 
£18.99 (ebook £10.54). 

Short-story maestro George 
Saunders combines the real with 
the surreal in his long-form debut 
to bring us a joyous, comically 
macabre exploration of love, death 
and loss. When Willie Lincoln, the 
11-year-old son of US president 
Abraham Lincoln, died of a fever 
in 1862 Washington DC, his dis¬ 
traught statesman father visited his 
entombed body several times the 
night after his funeral. Into this his¬ 
torical fact, Saunders weaves a mas¬ 
terful fictional tale of young Willie's 
arrival in the bardo, the Buddhist 
transitional realm between the liv¬ 
ing and the dead - and his meeting 
with its eclectic inhabitants. The 
story draws on real historical - and 
often contradictory - accounts of 
the US president's despairing reac¬ 
tion to his son's death and mixes 
them into a paranormal tale nar¬ 


rated by the other spirits inhabiting 
the bardo. The death of a child and 
the battle for his immortal soul is 
not the most obvious theme for a 
comic novel. But Buddhist Saunders 
delivers a pacey, unconventional 
work - with an unorthodox layout 
that takes a little getting used 
to - that is bursting with life. He 
handles the characters with such a 
light and loving touch that he has 
created an utterly absorbing tale 
that is as much about those other 
people inhabiting the limbo, their 
lost lives and unexplored futures, 
as it is about Willie and his father's 
knife-sharp grief.

Stay With Me by Ayobami Ade-

Frayed by years of 
barrenness. Akin and Yejide strug¬ 
gle with their inability to conceive, 
an ongoing trauma that is only 
exacerbated when interfering fam¬ 
ily members demand they make 
room for a fertile second wife. As 
man and (first)wife are riven by 
loss, resentment and jealousy, the 
Nigeria of the mid-Eighties and 
early Nineties politically liquefies 
and reforms around them, dissolv¬ 
ing and reorganising, the military 
chasing down consensus, democ¬ 
racy and protestors. Adebayo also 
delicately weaves in the distress 
caused by sickle cell disease, the 
gene for which is carried by one in 
four Nigerians.
